An event of tremendous significance has just 
occurred in the United Nations. By a vote of 
108 to 2, the General Assembly has called on 
Great Britain to refuse to accept a declaration 
of independence by Rhodesia, 
because the 
latter’s present 
government will not grant a 
majority of 
’he 
inhabitants 
self-rule but will continue to 
give a white minority the pre­ 
ponderant power. 
While there is a widespread 
feeling that the black man in 
Africa

rights, the incident raises the

The Soviets try to spread the impression every 
riow and then that these Eastern European coun­ 
tries are independent and can make trade ar­

SO ANY PRONOUNCEM ENT by the United 
Nations fodav with respect to the right of self­ 
government for the people of Rhodesia, the ma­ 
jority of whom happen to he black, could be
